AVith all our rovorsos nt 
homo, and traducovs abroad, with fail- 
ing mines, waning population, paral- 
yzed coramorco, broken ' down credit, 
nnsaloablo real ostato, heavy taxation, 
andcollapsod exchociuorB— misfortunes 
Bufficiont in two years to ruin any or- 
dinary community, much less a young 
and straggling one, wo still fmd an at- 
tenuated population, manfully fighting 
its way with an invincible spirit ot do- 
tormination to soo more prosperous 
times. What is it wo may ask that 
Las so buoyed up tho courage of the 
colonists and tided them over tho boil- 
ing surge ? Has it boon good govern- 
ment? wiso laws? or tho equitable 
administration of thorn ? Heaven for-, 
fond ij Tho amor jiatrias? The" amor 
■—nwnmi? or what other talisman^ The 
anowor is plain ; whatever influence 
tho love of gold may exorcise— and .for 
what else does man toil aad aweat? 
what brings him to these distant 
shores? induces tho hardy pioneer 
to penetrate tho rugged fastnessesand 
wilds of British (Jolumbia, to traverse 
tho snowy divides, to stem the ruBh- 
ing torrents, to shoot tho dangerous 
rapids, to oncoiuitor tho thousand and 
one risks of exposure, hunger and sick

It has boon fro(iiiontly Htatod 
that no permanent good will bo eject- 
ed until the cliHCOvory of quartz reel's, 
and although tho country abounds in 
quartz deposits, it is only now that 
capitalists aro seriously turning their 
atteniioii to this substantial olouiout of 
wealth. The silver leads of Chcny 
Crook and Shuswap have been assayed 
and proved to be very rich in si Ivor 
and gold. Ono company with a capi- 
tal of S500,000 has boon formed at 
Portland to work the latter and from 
all we can glean it is more than pro- 
bable that before tho lajiso of man}- 
weeks wo shall have two or threu 
Other undertakings of a similar na- 
ture engaged in dcvoloping the 
Washoe of Briti.sh c!olumbia. Tho 
distant mines of Kootenay and Eoek 
Crook aro still roprosonlud and will 
still contribute their quota towards 
maintaining our mining populaton. 
So far, then, despite a temporary dis- 
appointment caused by the compara- 
live failure of Big Bend, there is much 
more reasonable causo for encourage- 
ment than for despondency.

last season oxceeded that of tho former, 
yet tho season was disastrous as a 
whole to tho majority of tho popula- 
tion. This state of affairs, of course, 
produced an imraodiatoroaction in Vic^ 
toria and all the interior towns. Cari- 
boo was virtually supplied by Victoria 
merchants, and when remittances 
failed to arrive tho commercial com- 
munity sufforod, in tho lall tho miners 
who came down to spend thoir earnings 
wero mostly in straighteuod circu.stani 
cos, and instead of tho u.sual busy win- 
tor, thoro was but little improvement 
on tho dull summer. Added to this 
tho difl'orential duties imposed hy the 
sistor Colony wore producing a visablo 
effect on our merchants, whoso deal- 
ing wero almost solely conlined to sup- 
plying up-country wants. Again, our 
own Island diggings at Leech Jiivor, 
of which much was expected failed to 
answer tho oxpectations formed ol 
tliera, and Big Bend has so far been a 
m)th, our markets being overstock- 
ed, buyers wero not to bo found except 
upon ruinous credit; goods woreforcutl 
off at auction to the injury ol small tra- 
ders, and business became, to use our 
neighbors expression, "demoralized." 
Thoro woro other causes that assit-itud 
to bring about this state of tilings, but 
of those it is not our intention now 
to speak, and wo will conliuo our.solves 
to a glanco at tho bright side oi tlie 
picture. Tho news so far received 
from Cariboo has been of tho umst 
gratifying nature. On AVilhains Crook- 
all tho old claims woro eitliur washing 
out gold or making active prepara- 
tions for doingso. The daily yield was 
already considerable and nioro equally 
distributed thaiulurirg Ihu jirevious ^ea 
son. j\Ioney was gutting more pionlilul, 
business improving aijd every man on 
tho crook appeared to be occupied and 
cheerful. In tho gulches omptyiiii' 
into Williams Creek, lino prospects 
woro being obtained and many of tho 
claims aro expected to obtain vorv 
handsomo returns, wliilo from Grouse 
Crook tho news continues to bo niost 
encouraging. In our tolographic news 
of yosterd.ay, it was stated on the 
authority of the Cariboo Sentinel, that 
almost eveiy claim that had been jjro.s- 
poctod is turning out well "and there 
is no doubt that the creek will pay for 
a considorablo distance abovo and bo^ 
low whore (daiiuH are at present lo^ 
catcd," As a jiroof of Lho extraordi- 
nary riolnioss of the ground, \vo lintl 
it assorted that one Cuinpany (_'J'lio 
Short Bond^ had on ono day got as 
high as $18 to the pan, on another, 
and'Iiad washed up 75 ounces oi very 
ooarao gold, tho result of ono man's 
work with a pick for throe hours. 
Another Company (the French) next 
tho Discovery, had tiikon out as high 
as 7 02, and 12 to the pan ! Another 
Gompany called the « No'or do well 
(a Blight mlBDomer apparently) Iiad 
obtaiuod a prospect ol 8(J8 to one pan 
of dirt — pieces of 2 oz. mid li.,' 0;;, be- 
ing taken out of tho claim. Those

A Remedy for Hard Tiiucii. 

Editors Colonist and CnRONiCLG :— To 
whatever causes the House of ABtembly may i,;,v(. up. 
attribute the present depressed coodi'ion of iim- (.-K-caiiod) 
this Colony, ono thinj is certain, viz. that 
until we have a wcallh producing jmircr in 
operation among us wc can never prow into 
permanent strun^tti and importanoa. Tliin 
alight consist ol nianulaclnriiis, or mining, nr 
agriculture, or what not, but snrne such 
power there must bo, and one that will be in 
conslani operation, rendering us independent 
of " cxoituraeDts " and " rushes." The his- 
tory ut the rise and progress of everjr colony 
exetnplilies this. The want of such an ele- 
ment, whatever other adverse Influences may 
or may nol e.'jist, must entail ince.s^;anl rcviT- 
ses, to many absolute ruin. 'I'lie present con- 
dition of our own colony is a mehinchnly 
instance. We have hero no wealth producing 
power of any general consoquenco, i e, none 
in constant operation to any oxteat. Hence 
while we aie cootinualiy being drained of 
our dollars to procare lho mere necessaries 
of common life from our naighbors, we have 
little to awaken or feed reciprocity that their 
dollars may come baoli to us- Our pre=f.nt 
condition is a ueoe.saary sequence. Suvj w lO 
is to blame lor all tlii.s, and how ia the evil lo 
ba remedied ? Wr cannot cliargo it on Ihe 
.'\moricans who supply our iiiarkctB, but must 
be paid in coin for thoir produce — nor on ihe 
wealthy of the mother conotry who have bc» 
cumo fearful to iovesl their capital lor the 
dovclopmbut of oar resonrces — nor on the 
Gcveroment who are too circumscribed and 
too fettered to move with energy in the 
business, and who icerc not called info cxis- 
Iciicc until after the mischief ua^: in vii/OKiin 
op'.riilion . Tbo blame is willi lliosi; who 
prevented our lands Iriitn l)eing .-settled wIumi 
men come here with tin ir ton.s ol thousands 
uf didlars desirous to locate on our islands, 
and whn if they could" have obtained nt a 
reasonable cost what they sought for, would 
now havo been supplying our market, aild 
leiainiag among us the millioas of dollars 
^vhich a hard necessity compels ns to send 
to other sliorcs. The following historio state-, 
meet has been given mu by a man ol great 
iiiteiligencB — an old settler. " CJonimcncing 
Irorn tlio spring of 1858 large nnniliers ul 
pordons Irom various parts of the wtu'ld were 
attracted to Victoria, as tha most conven- 
ient starting point for the miners of British 
t'ohiinbiu, and it was confidently hoped aod 
believed that as many relumed from tho 
niinoa to Winter at Viotolia, Iboy would be 
induced to settle in tho colony. This ex- 
pee.lation hnwovor Irom various causes has 
rijt been realised. At lirsl tln;re was no pie- 
omi-ition law, ami while it wa.i iinpos.-ibli) 
lor intending tettlers to purehasu suitable 
crown hinds, the privatn liohler.s ol propisrly 
who had purchased it [tor speculalion, held it 
so high, thai lew hud tho means to purchase, 
and none could havo obtained on adequate 
return for their investment ; thus a largo 
number who would have settled in tho colony 
passed over to the neighboring American do- 
main, where the ;;iealust facililies e.xist for 
oblaiiiing land without any imrnediato outlay. 

Xow that wo have land.s eommensurato 
with such rci|uirurncnts cannot bo denied — 
its thousand.s of aeros spread out before us; 
and had this Island belonged to our American 
cousins, their " go-nlioad " policy would long 
ore this have made the donort a fruitful field, 
whcnco supplios would have gone forth to 
the far north in constant exchange fop tho 
nuggets and gold dust of the O.ariboo minor, 
whiii-c Huecess would havo brcught him to 
selllo hero lo end his laborioii.s lif.j in rural 
peace. For our lands aree.iual to tlie supply 
not iinly of Vaneouverliilanil, but lirilisli (Jol- 
umbia ilsell with all l!iu hams, baeun, ilum', 
liuttor, boof, grain, &c., that havo ever been 
ilenianded or that would be required if tho 
population were vastly increased, Yoi those 
fair lands are to tho present liuiu with very 
few esceptiODS, lying waste— eovcrr-d with 
fern, wild grass, pinej, .tc. To many ol 
Ihiim Ihure novo: has bcuri any road iipeiieil. 
Wo reach .somn of them by walur, hut ollierH 
through trails and swamps, and luidorwood, 
ovor rocks and monntaiiis, rlangernua tind 
dishoartoning to man and boast. These lands 
pay Rcarcoly anything lo tho colony ; we 
might almost ns well bo without Ihem, and 
bo living on a mere barren rook— a Gibraltar 
on a larger scale- But thoy ought lo pay 
homutliing to the colony, and they might bo 
made to do ho, and bore perhaps we should 
find a rmedijfor our miseries. Theeo lands 
aro bold aod owned by men who won't onltl-i 



seen in England a gentlemen advancing at 
the head of bis pack, looking both digmtied 
and jolly. But It might perhaps bo us u el 
to prohibit distraint on steamer days nnil 
lock up the pound keeper on this occasion. 
Should the su'.'geslion bo adopted, 1 may 
make some others. Finance is not half so 
dillioall study as it may ot first appear.

Ooilegiate Scliool - Distribution 
of Prizes. 
The enonel diBtribntion of prizon at th« Col' 
leglate aobool, iRsr, O.T. Woods, Principal,) 
took place yestorday. Tlio oxnminiilion, 
■which had consumed a weok, proved highly 
Bucccasful, and reflected high praise on tho 
Principal and his valued assiatants. His Lord- 
ship the IJisliup of Columbia occupied tho 
ObniriBod thero were present : Tho Yen. Arch' 
deacon QiUon ; Rev. A. 0. Garrett ; llov, Frank 
Qrlbbell; Chief Justice Necdhnm; Ur 
Helmcken, (Spenkerjoi tho LeKislntivo A3^ 
Bombly l) Dr Tclmie, JI. L. A., (President of 
the Board of Kducaliou) j Alfred VVaddingtou, 
Superintendent of Education; J. J. Cochrane, 
M. L. A.; RogUtrar General Alston; His 
"Worship Mayor Franklin; Oapt. Beid; Oapt. 
Baymur; and MesBrs Henry Nathan; Hen^ 
Wakoford ; James Fell ; W. B. Smith ; Richard 
Woods, and many otliers, The attendance of 
ladies was very largo. A letter wns read from 
Governor Kennedy, excusing himself Irom at- 
tendance on tho score ot a prior engagement. 

In opening tho proceedings, the Lord Bisliop 
in Bubstanco said : Ho regretted the fact of 
the Governor's nbsoiice, whose attendance had 
been unhappily prevented by ft prior engage- 
ment for tho Coronation Day. His Exeollency 
had however given substantial proof of his 
interest in the iustitutlon by tho very hand- 
sorao prizes which ho had presented. His 
Lordship felt encouraged by the Bupport tho 
school had received. This Eupporl was an 
evidence that tho efl'orts hitherto mndo to 
supply a superior class of education had been 
appreciated. It nll'orded him much pleosuro 
to state publicly hig conviction that the pro- 
gress of tho school was mainly duo to the 
ability, patient zeal and aH'uclionate interest 
of tho Principal. The great father of modern 
improved education (Dv Arnold) had said lluit. 
when ho was unable to run up stairs by thrpc 
stops at a time, or to yield a tear when a 
pnrent left u now pupil, ho would consider 
himself unfit for his jiosilion. When either 
the elasticity of youth or the warmth of kindly 
leeUngs had' ceased, he would gladly yield tc 
vonnger and better men. Such ho (tho 
Bishop) felt was the caso with Mr Woods. 
He (Mr W.) devoted hia whole time and the 
best energies of his mind to the work of 
this BOttool. llo (tho Uishop) remembered 
the disorder which existed in tho school on 
its first fcmation, Tho contrast afTordedby 
its present discipline, and the evident choer- 
fal interest of the boys, was patent to the 
observation of all: His Lordship concladcd 
an interesting address amid much applause. 

The list of prizes baviog been lead by tho 
Bov. Principal, Archdeacon Gilson made a 
icw remarks, tmd complimented tho pupils for 
the proficiency they bad shown in tho exam- 
ination just closed. 

Mr Alston addressed tho assemblage, and 
alluded to the groat progress thai was being 
made in education in these Colonies, and tho 
marked improvement that was visible in the 
school since the occasion of tho Inst exnmin • 
ation. He trusted tho time was not far dis 
tent when the boys would have as commodious 
a building erected for their accommodation 
as tho girls now possessed. 

Chief Justico Needliara said he had been 
highly gratified by tho remarks of the Lord 
Bishop, the list of prizes that had been read, 
and the general appearance and condition of 
the school. He saw nothing to reprove in tho 

• management — it was almost perfection, llo 
tvould rejoice when ho saw a noblo buildin? 
rising on the site of this poor edifice; but 
science and learning were of greater impor 
tance than more piles of brick and mortar 
The Chief Justico then gave the boys some

amongst the individuals who composed this 
party, and that is of tho most favorable do 
soription. Having conversed with each separ^ 
ately, I have no hesitation in assuring Ilia 
Honor that implicit confidence may be placed 
In tho statements contained in Mr Bixon's 
letter to me. 

I forward by this mail a sample of the gold 
brought down by Mr Ilixon, ouo ounco ; it is 
a fair specimen of tho one in his possession, 
and also a piece of fiuartz, which appears to 
me, ao far ns 1 may judge, to bo extremely 
rich, but this! leave to bo determined at Now 
Wcatminster.

The accompanying sptcimcn of quartz was 
obtained out of a cot mado by Ohinoie, and 
there is apparently a very large ledge thereof 
about throe miles above where this was oh' 
tainod.

Chicago, June 20 — A Washington letter 
says owing to the representations of J. Ross 
Brown, agent for Californin (ruit growers, 
tho Senate decided to take oil tho tax of flvo 
per cent per gallon on native wines acd im- 
pose a tax of 00 els per gallon on foreign 
wines of inlorior grades. 

General Ortega, who claims to bo the coU" 
stitutional President of Alexico, has an agent 
in New York through whom be submitted a 
propositioa to the Banks, and tba Obalrman 
of Committee on Federal relations, looking 
for an ollianco with the United States. 

Waahington, Juno 19. — The Senate passed 
tho army appropriation Bill, adding thereto 
the House Bill appropriating seven million 
dollars for tho Freedmen's Bureau as an 
amendment. 

Garfield's bill creating a dopartmont of 
education, passed without debate; it pro- 
vides for a Commissioner of Education with 
four thousand dollars salary and fonr clerks, 
Tbo duties of the department are simply to 
collect eduoational and other appropriations. 
Tbo House passed the army bill, the debate 
being limited to five minute speenhss. 
Sohenck explained that tho bill proposes un 
army of -13,000 men capable ot oxjiansion to 
700,000. It also states that there would be 
fifty infantry regiments, ten companies each. 
Tlio bill provides further, that there shall be 
ono Geporal, one Lieut, (ieneral, five Major 
Generals and ten Brigadiers. Tho Speaker 
submitted a letter Irom the Secretary of the 
Treasury, stating that between February 
2nd and 23rd be bad sold $1,490,000 coin at 
a premium of from 42 to 37 cents. Tbo 
Secretary had purchased LOS, 000 ten forties 
for which he paid 31,414,262. He sold be- 
tween January 3rd and May 3rd -2,769 900 
five-lhirtioa, for which he received 823,435,- 
229 in 7;30'3; Juy, Cook & Co., were em- 
ployed in the last operation whioh resulted in 
a profit lo government of about S 100,000, 
besides bringing up above par 730's, in- 
creasiag the value of these securities pre^ 
paras the way for the genaral fuodiog of tho 
national seouriiies.

Mr, J. R Robertson,— 

Mr. Dynrlius and myself arrived hero 
Saturday I6tb, exsotly 21 days from San 
Francisco, we havS seen considerable gold, 
but 1 would not advise any one to come hero, 
it is so far aa known a very limited gold 
fK'iil, n wild mountainous country, and e.\- 
pensivo to mine in, the seasona aro very 
short, and many will be difsuppointod, we 
brought provisions to do us some time over 
Irom the lake on the backa of Indians, and 
will remain for aomo time at least. Tbo 
travel from tho Lake to the Columbia is 
horrible. We slept on the anow ono night, 
but with plenty ot blankets, and plenty ot 
fire, were quite comfortable. 

I find that there is mail communication 
here, ao you will please forward any letters 
or papers you may have for me, by mail to 
Frkncu Orekk p. 0., Big Bknb, IJritiah 
Columbia, and I will be your debtor tor the 
amount you may expend, as well as for the 
favor you done.

New Constitution ok Sweden.— So busy 
are we with tho restoration of our Union to 
its former strength and equipoise, and so 
overburdened with govaromental theories of 
our own, that most of us have neglected lo 
notice a very remarkable evidence ot pro>. 
gress in coostitntional liberty which has 
lately been consummated in a European king- 
dom — the adoption of a new constitution in 
.Sweden. 'I'hia event liaa resounded already 
throughout Europe, and has created no little 
excilemont amongst thinking people, cs^ 
pecially in tho noigliboring countries, and 
moat particularly in Germany, Prussia and 
Austria, and even in somo parts of France. 
What is the sUangt-st part of the Ktory, the 
liberal constitution was pushed through by 
tho energy of tho King, who waa not to bo 
thwarted. Tho opposition camo principally 
from a portion of tho Chambers, and at one 
time, it waa so great a; to create fears of a 
serious outbreak at Stockholm. Accordingly 
a considerable body of troops was sent to 
tho capital ; and thus it is hardly extrav- 
agant to say that liberal institutions wcro 
forced into Sweilen by a monarch at tho 
points ol hia bayoncls 1 In Prussia, which is 
now one of the most despotic of tho Kuropcun 
kingdoms, this coup d'etat for liberty has 
provtkoil, very naturally, the strongo.it hos 
tility, and tho downfall and destruction of 
Sweden are thero propbesied, as the sure 
results of the movement in favor of civiliza- 
tion and free institutions. Tho King of 
Sweden, however — known chiefly to ua, per- 
haps as a grandson of Bernadotte, is loved 
by his subjects ovcrywhoro. and with an 
alfeetion equal lo that of France for her 
Henry IV, and no loss esteemed and vener- 
ated for bis odmirable qualities as a great 
ruler.— iV. Y. Times.
